The fa mily 
w'eut a bout softly, a nd kept nea r a t ba nd, so 
a s to be rea dy in a ny emergency.

none of them ba d a ny a ppetite. At 7:3J this 
bulletin wa s sent out :

Soon after 9 o’clock ho 
ti. 
asleep, and every one withdrew from toe 
room except Dr. Douglas. 
The quiet street now took on 
a bus er 
look . 
M engoui- to business stoppel an i 
look ed a t the hbuse, and people went out <>i 
their way to go pa-t it. 
The postman c^iu * 
along w ith a great bundle of letters, anu 
dropped nearly every one of them in tin 
letter box on Gen. G rant’s door. 
There wa 
no hope of bis ever reading any of them. 
A few visitors called, and 
they 
were 
told at the door that 
the sufferer wa- 
very low. 
They went away with sad face*. 
Among them were E. A. Frost, one of tut*

It was k own 
that them was to be a consultation of tie* j 
physicians and surgeons in the case, and they j 
now began to arrive. 
Dr. Fordyce Bark er’» 
carriage came firnt at 1:45; Dr. Shrady bil­ 
lowed soon ufter, at 2 o’clock , and Dr. Henry 
B. Sands a few moments later. 
They found 
the general asleep, an i waita 1 in the back 
room until he awok e. 
The examinati >n wa 
not very long. While it wa* in progress, Mr. j 
Chaffee came out 
A t 2:30 he sai I that tht 
general had eaten a dinner of soup, toa L, j 
and soft, boiled eggs. 
He had recoverel hie 
strength in some measure, and had been able , 
to walk aero» s the room.

dining in his chair, and was very low.

consultation was over a t 2:45, aud Drs. Bar­ 
k er and Hands went away at once.

Grant said to Dr. Bark er: “When will you 
be here again?”

I’ll leave Dr. Dougla s a nd Dr. Hhra dv with 
you.” * 
“ Well,” 
replied 
Gen.

fa intly, “ they a re good enough for me. ” 
Dr, Ba rker sa id a a he stepped into his ca r­ 
ria ge: “ The genera l pa ssed a good night un­ 
til 4 o’clock. 
He then ha d a n a tta ck tha t

CoL Fred Gra nt ca me from the house a t 3 
o’clock a nd wa lked down Ma dison a venue. 
His fa oe wa s ha gga rd, a nd he wa s pla inly 
suffering under grea t dejection. 
He sa id: 
“ The genera l ia verV, very wea k.” 
(Sena tor Leia nd Sta nford, of Ca lifornia , 
a nd Rev. Dr. Newma n left the Victoria 
hotel a t 8 o’clock a nd were driven to Gen. 
Gra nt’s house. 
The genera l wa s a wa ke, a nd 
they were a llowed to see him. 
At 9:15 
o’clock Sena tor Sta nford went a wa y, a nd a s 
he wa s a bout to get into his ca rria ge he wa s 
surrounded by nea rly 100 persons who ha d 
been wa tching the bouse from the opposite 
side of the street 
The crowd which wa s clustered a t the bot­ 
tom of the steps of Gen. Gra nt’s bou-e ma de 
ma ny think tha t the crisis ha d a rrived, a nd 
a number of la dies a nd gentlemen, who ha d 
been promena ding on Fifth a venue, hurried 
towa rd it a nd a sked if Gen. Gra nt wa s 
dea d. 
Sena tor Sta nford sa id tha t the genera l ha d 
wa lked a cross the floor during the evening, 
but tha t his pulse wa s irregula r, a nd he did 
not seem .over-strong.

twenty-four hours a nd might possibly live 
longer. 
He ha d left him reclining on tw«< 
cha irs in his bed-room. 
He wa s in grea t 
pa in. 
The doctors were hopeful tha t be 
might live through the night. 
Ha lf a n hour before Sena tor Sta nford left 
Mr. Cyrus W. Field wa s driven up to the 
door. 
He went inside, but did not rema in 
long. 
He ca me out in compa ny with U. a 
Gra nt, J r., who entered the ca rria ge with 
him. 
As the ca rria ge door wa s sla mmed. 
Mr. Field sa id in a nswer to a n inquiry; 
“ The genera l ma y live three da ys.” When 
CjI. Dent went a wa y this a fternoon he left 
orders to be sent for it a ny cha nge occurred. 
At 9 o'clock la st evening be returned in 
a nswer to a summons. 
The street in front of Gen. Gra nt’s house 
is thronged with people this evening In the 
crowd a re ma ny la dies. A qua rtet of police­ 
men pa trol the street, but ca n not keep the 
throng of people moving. 
It is uot a noisy 
crowd. 
The people convene only in low 
whispers. 
Ma ny 
ha ve 
stood for hours 
silently a nd intently wa tching the windows 
of Gen. 
Gra nt’s room. 
A bright light 
burned 
in 
the 
libra ry, 
a nd 
a 
dimmed 
one 
In 
the 
bed-room. 
Sena tor Cha ffee a rrived shortly before 8 
o’clock, a nd went to the sick-room. 
Ex - 
Postma ster Genera l J a mes a nd ex -He 
a a tor 
Window drove up to the house a few min­ 
utes a fter 8 o’clo k. 
Tooy were met a t the 
door by Col. Gra nt, who sa id: 
“ Gentlemen, 
1 tha nk you for ca lling, but I must beg to 
be ex cused. 
My fa ther is very ba d.” The 
ca llers went a wa y without entering the 
house. 
“ It reminds me of 
the sa d da ys a t 
Elberon,” sa id Mr. J a mes. 
A specia l to The Tribune sa ys: 
Until the a tta ck of the morning Mrs. 
Gra nt ha d borne up hopefully. 
The fa mily 
a nd the physicia ns ha d ta ken pa ins to keep 
the truth from her, a nd her bouya nt na ture 
ha d 
not 
been

Even through the peril of Sa turda y

the full truth fla shed upon her a nd over­ 
came her. 
“That scene was a most touching one,” suid 
one who was pre eut 
“It was the more 
pitiful from the sell-commaud of the iamily, 
ail of whom except Mr. Grant thoii'ut 
tue end 
had 
surely 
come. 
The gen­ 
eral was sitting up. 
Any other pasture 
would have hasteue 
1 the end. 
Yet a* he » at 
tho halo of death enwrapped him. 
lie 
held out his hand to his paster. 
Then in a 
voice of hope und comfort the clergyman 
sail: 
‘Dues the future look 
bright and 
pleasant?” 
The general pressed his friend’* 
hand

trustingly 
into his 
eyes. 
There was an instant 
of silence,

When day came with its 
nttcn lant relief in warm, pure air and 
bright sunshine, and when, as time wore on, 
the general was lo-s uneasy than during the 
violent symptom*, his mind seemed to turx 
to the contemplation of the future.”

THE ROUT OF BARRIOS. 


HE MEET S T HE ARMY OF SAN SAL VA­ 
DOR AND GET S WHIPPED. 


Tw o Da ys* D espera te F igh tin g w ith Grea t 
Sla ughter—A splnw a ll B urned— "Uncle 
Sa m ** He fusing to T a ke a H a nd— 
India ns r.t W ork In M a nitoba . 


Libkrta d, April 2.—Autheutic a dvice* 
rega rding the first enga gement between the 
forces of Gua tema la a nd Sa n Sa lva dor the 
30th of Ma rch, just received here, indica te 
tha t the result will decisively a ffect the a r­ 
bitra ry position a ssumed by Ba rrios. 
It 
seems tha t the Sa lva doria n comma nder ha d 
ma ssed a force of a bout 11,000 men on the 
pla ins of Sa nta Anna for the protection of 
the frontier. 
His a dva nta geous position 
wa s ga ined only by the utmost a ctivity a nd 
determina tion, the troops evincing credit­ 
a ble spirit a nd endura nce in forced ma rches 
up the difficult mounta in roa ds from a ll 
pa rts of the repuhlic. 
About noon Sunda y informa tion wa s re­ 
ceived from disa ffected Gua tema la ns 
a t 
Gua quinijUa pa , a town a bout three miles 
from Sa nta Anna , on the Gua tema la n side, 
of the a pproa ch of Ba rrios a t the hea d of 
15,000 men. 
The position of the ma in body 
of Sa lva doria ns wa s protsoted, a nd strong 
skirmishing pa rties a t onoe deployed in dif­ 
ferent directions to intercept the movements 
of the Gua tema la ns. 
The first conflict occurred a bout sunset, 
when a pa rty of Gua tema la ns tha t ha d 
forded the river Pa s a tta cked a pa rty of 
Sa lva doria ns reconnoiteringin the neighbor­ 
hood. 
The fight wa s very fierce, la sting 
until nightfa ll, when the Gua tema la ns were 
forced ba ck a cross the river. 
In recrowing 
the Pa s, which runs down the mounta in 
with a strong a nd ra pid current, a la rge 
number of Ba rrios’ men were drowned. 
Skirmishing wa s kept up throughout the 
night without pa rticula r a dva nta ge toeither 
side. 
Ea rly Monda y morning the Sa lva doria n 
comma nder, lea rning tha t Gen. 
Ba rrios, 
contra ry to a ll the tra ditions of Centra l 
America n wa rfa re, wa s medita ting a n a t­ 
ta ck on El Coco, a n importa nt position 
on 
the 
Sa n 
Sa lva dor 
frontier, 
concentra ted 
his 
forces 
in 
the 
neighborhood, 
the 
ma in 
body 
of 
his forces covering Cha lcbua po a nd hU 
fla nks resting on El Coco a nd Sa n Lorenzo. 
Ba rrios bega n the ba ttle a bout 9 o’clock by 
opening fire on the Sa lva doria n position, 
thus initia ting hostilities without a decla ra ­ 
tion of wa r a nd brea king his promise to the 
United Sta tes government, through Minister 
Ha ll, not to inva de Sa n Sa lva dor. 
As Ba rrios a pproa ched El Coco, keeping 
up a fusilla de of musketry, the Sa lva doria n* 
replied to his tire hotly. 
The firing on both 
sides wa s wild a nd ineffectua l, sa ve tha t it 
rendered the a dva nce of the Gua tema la ns 
slow a nd difficult. 
Hostilities were virtually suspended dur­ 
ing the night, but a t daylight the Guate­ 
malans made a desperate rush in an at­ 
tem pt to carry the Salvadorian podtlon by 
storm. 
Only the superior position of the 
Salvadorian forces sayed them from an­ 
nihilation by tbe almost overwhelming num 
bers of tbe Guatemalans. 
Towards the 
middle of the day firearms were to a great 
extent thrown aside, and a terrific hand-to- 
hand flgbt began, in which the troops on 
both sides did terrible execution with tbe 
sanguinary favorite weapon of tbe Indian — 
tbe mac bate. 
After nearly ten hours’ fighting, in which 
quarter was neither given nor tak en, the 
Guatemalans were completely routed, leav­ 
ing about 1,503 Of their number on tbe field 
dead or wounded. 
They retreated across 
the frontier in great baste and disorder. 
Though greatly exhausted by the engage­ 
ment, the Salvadorian troops were anxious 
to pursu 
j the enemy across the border, but 
they were restrained from entering Guate­ 
malan territory. 
There is a general feeling here that Bar­ 
rios’ impulsive baste and rashness in stak ­ 
ing all his fortunes on tbe cast of a single 
groat engagement will hasten his downfall. 
It is thought, too, that tbe largo element in 
Honduras epjsjsod to Barrios will la* en­ 
couraged by the victory of their Salva­ 
dorian friends and quick ly extend their in­ 
fluence to the nullification of Barrios’ alli­ 
ance with President Bog ran.

Tho cost of an article has been usually 


marked ou it, the salesman knowing what to 
add; but this plan is losing in popularity and 
is being replaced by the better method of 
marking the selling price.

Some 


merchants have both cost and selling rates 
marked, in which case the two are separated 
by a line, the cost being on top and the sell­ 
ing price under.

The editor of the T eleg ra ph read the 
Reg ister'« article, referred to, quite care­ 
fully, and while it is true that Mr. Otis 
object was to denounce either party for 
extravag ance, in that well meaning act 
was the wrong to which wc desired to 
call attention. 
That is to aay; the Reg ü 
ter denounced Republicans for an act 
which was committed by the Democratic 
party. 
A number of leading Republican 
members of the leg islature have very 
earnestly and bitterly denounced the act 
of appointing more than double the num­ 
ber i f janitors and other assistants than 
were necessary to do the work required 
about the capítol. 
The writer, a “ looker

House denounce the superfluous appoint­ 
ments as a g reat outrag e.

Haines, and the editor is also, it appears, 
not in the least familiar with the ways of 
the Democratic party of Illinois, especial­ 
ly as represented in our leg islature, if he 
supposes for a moment that the Demo­ 
cratic speaker cares one snap of his fing er 
for the protests of a» y number of Repub­ 
lican members “ in denouncing the vil­ 
lainy” which the aforesaid speaker and 
his Democratic backers desire to perpe­ 
trate, in order to carry out certain politi­ 
cal schemes. 
“ Will Mr. Shaw pretend 
that Speaker Haines would have appoint­ 
ed eig hty-one janitors to do the work of 
twenty-five had he feared that a member 
would rise in his seat and denounce the 
villainy? ” earnestly asks the Reg ister. 
We answer that wo do not only pretend 
but we know that Speaker Haines will do 
just that sort of thing . 
In fact he did. 
The policy adopted by the Reg ister of de­ 
nouncing both parties works well for the 
opposition, but it is a little roug h on Mr. 
Otis’ political friends. 
In theory it would 
seem to be all rig ht, but in practice it be­ 
comes a “ jug -handle affair:” all on one 
side. 
Republican newspapers are in the 
habit of denouncing wrong s committed 
by their party, but to find such criticisms 
ag ainst Democrats in Democratic papers 
is a very g reat rarity. Democratic papers 
copy the censures published by Republi­ 
can papers ag ainst Republican leaders, 
but they have nothing but words of praise 
for Democratic politicians. 
When you 
find a lawyei employed for “ the plainlift” 
speaking words of praise for “ the defen­ 
dant,” or vice versa, and Democratic edi­ 
tors denouncing leaders in their parly, 
however much they may justly deserve it, 
then, and not till then, will your well 
meaning rule work full and complete jus­ 
tice.
